Junior League Strategy

C hicago society could very easily 
base its 1971 New Year’s resolutions 
on an interesting conference conduct- 
ed here not long ago. 

‘Strategies for Environmental 
Control” was the topic of the confer- 
ence. The Association of Junior 
Leagues of America sponsored the 
conference, and the Chicago Junior 
League served as hostess. 

Delegates from Leagues all over 
the country, and from Canada and 
Mexico, came to Chicago for the four- 
day meeting. And they did not dis- 
cuss the state of high fashion or chari- 
ty parties. They hit today’s truly 
high-fashion note — how to save wa- 
ter, air, wild life and civilized life. 

The purpose of the conference was 
action, not mere discussion. So for 
three days the delegates heard from 
the top anti-pollutionists in the coun- 
try, then devised what they thought 
would be effective as action programs.

organization, Citizens for Clean Air; 
Gunnar A. Peterson, chief administra- 
tive officer of the Open Lands Proj- 
ect; and Attorney Harriet F. Pilpel, 
director and counsel to Planned Par- 
enthood — World Population. 

Perhaps the biggest thrill of the 
conference for the delegates was the 
impromptu visit of President Nixon

to one of their breakfast sessions.

BOOKS

udging from the books I’ve 
been reading, this promises to be a 
marvelous year for the booklover. If 
you are as devoted an admirer of 
Mary Renault as I am (The Last of 
the Wine, The King Must Die, The 
Bull From the Sea, The Mask of Apol- 
lo, as if you didn’t know!), Panthe- 
on’s Fire From Heaven is now avail- 
able for the first time in paperback in 
the Popular Library edition for $1.25 
— which means you can have a copy 
in the glove compartment and one by 
the pool. The story of Alexander the 
Great as a youth, as a man, and as an 
emerging conqueror, the book recre- 
ates the life of the Greeks, the Spar- 
tans and the almost Homeric tradi- 
tions of Macedon with startling clari- 
ty and richness of detail. 

The homosexual relationship be- 
tween Alexander and Hephaistion, the 
Grecian mode of life, is shown with 
the same understanding of and com- 
passion for the complexities of his re- 
lationship with the father whom he 
loved, hated and admired; the mother 
whose consuming love alternately 
threatened and comforted him; and 
his treatment of the young girl sent 
to test him, for whom there would 
never be “‘the beautiful ardors, the 
wedded bond of honor, the fire from 
heaven blazing on the altar where 
fear was killed.””’ The madness of Dio- 
nysian rites, the pageantry of palace 
life, the bloody sword-and-shield war- 
ring are described with the restraint 
and realism of a writer who is at once 
a superb journalist and a poet. It’s 
the sort of book one hates to put 
down. 


oN book of telling portraits 
which reveals a world to the reader so 
clearly he may come to know it al- 
most as well as the palm of his hand 
is The Honours Board by Pamela 
Hansford-Johnson, published by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. Miss Hans- 
ford Johnson — the writing name of 
Lady Snow, wife of C. P. Snow — 
writes about the staff and students of 
an upper middle-class English prepa- 
ratory school for boys 8 to 14, creat- 


ing live people in this distinctive and 
distinguished novel and treating their 
relationships and interrelations with 
poignancy and sympathy. Not an ac- 
count of sadistic caning (here replaced 
with a symbolic “‘slippering’’), the 
novel centers around Cyril and Grace 
Annick, the aging headmaster and his 
wife — and Peter Quillan, a scholarly 
student whom they hope will be ac- 
cepted as a King’s Scholar at Eton. 

Rupert Massinger — his hor- 
mones in an uproar — hides pornog- 
raphy in a secret drawer and, after 
delectable sessions with Blossom (his 
wite), wanting ‘‘to beat — or at least 
to use some instrument less symbolic 
than Annick’s soft-soled slipper” in- 
dulges in faculty in-fighting with Leo 
Canning, a bluff and brilliant junior 
master. Among the female cast of 
characters are a lesbian, an alcoholic, 
and a kleptomaniac. A combination of 
lovable and unlikeable people, all be- 
come throughly believable in situa- 
tions of respect, trust, grief, cruelty, 
anger, despair, joy and love. Life, 
death, small talk, the things said and 
unsaid, gentle hypocrisies — all the 
manners and mores of a boarding 
school are skillfully depicted with wit 
and insight and, above all, with af- 
fecting realism. 


Ai was a hero in a heroic 

age. The people in Honours Board 
have their moments of quiet heroism. 
You care and feel for the characters 
of both Mary Renault and Pamela 
Hansford-Johnson. Joan Didion prob- 
es the feelings and emotions with sen- 
sitivity and an eye for the significant 
detail. 

I found myself wishing as I read 
Play It As It Lays, her new novel 
published by Farrar, Straus, Giroux, 
she would go back to writing nontfic- 
tion as brilliant as those pieces col- 
lected under the title Slouching To- 
wards Bethlehem rather than writing 
about an anti-heroine, Maria, expert 
at nothing, who goes through the mo- 
tions of continuing life in a mental in- 
stitution trying “‘not to think of dead 
things and plumbing. Why? Why 
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not,” she says in the very last line of 
a book peopled with affluent, diso- 
riented characters living pointless, 
sterile lives. Fogged with drugs and 
poppers, bogged down in the disorder 
of her life with its waste and diffusion 
— Maria knows “all the indices to 
the idle lonely.’’ Miss Didion’s prose 
is spare, measured with a vernier’s 
exactness as she tells how it is in the 
world of psychic pain and anesthesia, 
worth reading about if, for no other 
reason, than to reinforce one’s person- 
al sense of joy in being alive, aware 
and happy in another world. 


n Spite of Myself, A Personal 
Memoir, by Winthrop Sargeant, pub- 
lished by Doubleday, is also about 
the world of psychic pain and neuro- 
sis, but this is a chronicle, an honest 
and revealing confession by a former 
child prodigy, senior writer of Life 
magazine and present music critic for 
The New Yorker, of his psychic tor- 
ments and troubled life, his conflicts, 
self-examination and the resolution of 
his problems. The book covers thirty 
years of Mr. Sargeant’s adult life, two 
nervous breakdowns, and three years 
of psychotherapy — to a point where 
he was no longer dissatisfied with his 
lot in life but ‘“‘rather liked it.” De- 
scribed by his friends as ‘‘an inveter- 
ate womanizer,” he gives an account 
of his nonsuccessful and successful 
Don Juan periods, the techniques of 
seduction that didn’t work and those 
that did, among them the maxim Mr. 
Sargeant claims he learned in his ear- 
ly years but didn’t apply until later: 
“Tf you want to succeed with a wom- 
an, praise her for those virtues which 
she most conspicuously lacks.” 

A story describing the emotions, 
fantasies and human relationships — 
if written openly, unsparingly and 
honestly — has tremendous appeal. 
This book of self-examination, self- 
revelation and self-discovery written 
by an intelligent, perceptive man who 
has made his living from professional 
reportage and criticism, is — if one 
has a sneaker for gossip columns and 
the scandalous — utterly irresistible.

Far from being shameful, in case you 
may think it is, the book simply ex- 
presses an interest in people, and, as 
such, indicates a healthy mental state. 
I pass this cheerful thought along as 
gospel gleaned from the latest psychi- 
atric journal rescued from the base- 
ment by my maid who is of the con- 
viction that all reading matter is of 
import to me, the more abstruse the 
better. Not so. Sometimes, however, 
the abstruse does apply, a phrase I 
don’t think I shall ever use again 
without thinking of all the things that 
didn’t apply to Maria, Miss Didion’s 
heroine. Memorability being one of 
my criteria for good reading, maybe 
Play It As It Lays is deserving of 
more tolerant approval than mine. 


le acquire invaluable expertise on 
the subject of contemporary culture, 
and a considerable amount of enter- 
tainment, invest in a copy of Mar- 
shall McLuhan’s latest message to 
history: Culture is Our Business, pub- 
lished by McGraw Hill. The thesis is 
that ads are the cave art of the twen- 
tieth century ‘““The hidden environ- 
ment of magical forms which we call 
‘ads’. . . like cave paintings . . . are 


not intended to be looked at or seen, 
but rather to exert influence at a dis- 
tance, as though by ESP. . . vortices 
of collective power, masks of energy 
invented by the new tribal man.” 
Knowledge of the ads that shape and 
mirror our time is provided in twen- 
ty-seven provocatively titled chapters 
consisting of reproductions of ads and 
text, sometimes oracularly gnomic, 
usually witty and frequently charac- 
terized by levity in the sense in which 
McLuhan employs the term to mean 
an ascending outward pull, as op- 
posed to the downward pull of gravi- 
ty. 

I happen to be reading for the 
third time S. J. Perleman’s Baby It’s 
Cold Inside (Simon & Schuster), a 
dazzlingly funny book. Being special- 
ly conscious therefore of the art of the 
master wordsmith and punmaker un- 
paralleled (a lady self-confessedly 
agog about Van Goghs is neatly put 
in her place by ‘Money makes the 
mare go, but Monet makes the van 
Go’), I also jotted down a few McLu- 
hanisms for my record of passages or 
matters to be especially remembered 
or referred to: Re Japan Air Lines —

Besides these funnies the book of- 
fers much to think about. Among 
them: ‘When identity disappears 
with technological innovation, vio- 
lence is the natural recourse.” . 
“The entire Western world is going 
East (tribal) and inward. The East is 
detribalizing — going West and out- 
ward. No such macroscopic revolution 
ever occurred before.” . . . ‘‘There is 
still sense in G. K. Chesterton’s re- 
mark: women refused to be dictated 
to, so they went out and became ste- 
nographers.” ... ‘‘Teeth are the 
most menacing of all human appoint- 
ments because of their lineal order”’ 
... “The TV age is a generation of 
children that feels completely at home 
anywhere in the world — except in 
their own homes.”’ ... ‘‘The British 
upper and lower classes have never 
been detribalized, and so ‘sex’ is not a 
very serious matter with them” . 
“Slang is verbal violence on new psy- 
chic frontiers. It is a quest for identi- 
ty.” .... “Slang is the feedforward 
that tells us where the new frontiers 
of energy are shaping up. It is anony- 
mous unanimous.” ... ‘‘New tech- 
nologies equal new environments, new 
social dress. (Greek word perivallo, to 
hit from all sides.) New environments 
stun men. They are the Emperor’s 
new clothes.” . . . ‘Oral societies re- 
gard the environment as art.” 

On those two nonfail subjects, 
television and the mini-midi contro- 
versy: ““T'V will produce a reversion 
to civilized book values by sheer re- 
versal of itself. TV automatically 
makes the tribal man superior. The 
iconic, tribal mask of the oriental and 
the Negro belongs to the TV medium. 
The chiaroscuro of the white face fails 
even on black-and-white TV.” .. . 
‘““Miniskirts are not a fashion. They 
are a return to tribal corporate cos- 
tume. In tribal societies men and 
women wear the same short skirts. 
There is no change . . . The miniskirt 
is not sexy. Sex does not interest trib- 
al man as a theme.” 

This is a sampling from a 336- 
page book that to me seems a most 
provocative $10 investment with 
which to begin the New Year. The 


distinctions McLuhan makes about

Axe you a product of an upper- 
class private school? Or did you ma- 
triculate in the public schools? Your 
handwriting can be the clue. 

If you hesitate to break the rules 
of the game instilled in private 
schooling, the handwriting is inclined 
to remain in its initial stilted form. 
There is a tendency to backhand or 
vertical style (not leaning to the 
right), with loops above and below 
the line — usually not too long — 
and “m” and ‘“‘n” formations resem- 
bling the letter “‘u’’. 

On the other hand, public-school 
trained handwriting is more apt to 
show variations of penmanship style, 
in accordance with the basic traits of 
the writer. The non-U handwriting is 
usually done with the forward-leaning 
slant, the letters attached to one an- 
other inside the word, the loops of the 
letters proportionate to the rest of the 
writing — neither too tall nor too 
short. 

Illustration No. 1 is the typical 
public school writing, and No. 2 is the 


typical private school writing. This is 
an amusing “class distinction” give- 
away to the professional graphologist.

In contradiction to the foregoing 
paragraph, there is really no such 
thing as a typical handwriting, be- 
cause each writing shows the basic in- 
dividual traits of the writer regardless 
of the style of penmanship originally 
taught; it is up to the professional 
handwriting analyst to actually read 
between the lines and discover the in- 
ner basic traits. It is much harder to 
do this in the “‘U”’ handwritings, than 
in the ‘‘non-U”’ handwritings.

D.C. Commissioners as well as social- 
ites, decided to do something con- 
structive about the need in the na- 
tion’s capital for an organization of 
hospitable people to assist those dip- 
lomatic families below the ambassa- 
dorial rank who sometimes get lost 
“in the shuffle” in busy Washington. 
The Hospitality and Information Ser- 
vice (THIS) was created and became

The State Department has always 
shown interest in their work, and the 
two wives of the Secretaries of State 
who served since 1960 — Mrs. Dean 
Rusk and Mrs. William Rogers — 
have worked closely with the founda- 
tion. THIS has been called the most 
appealing because of the welcome ex- 
tended to people who are in an un- 
familiar environment in a strange 
city, and it works as closely with 
people from Embassies of Iron Cur- 
tain countries as any other.

ried life behind them. ‘‘You see,” says 
Mrs. Evinrude, ‘‘we have so much in 
common.

area. ‘‘Guests always want to be in 
the kitchen,’ Mrs. Evinrude re- 
marked.

In their house the Evinrudes have 
two ovens and two refrigerators. 
‘Sometimes Ralph wants to bake 
something and I want to bake some- 
thing else, both at the same time,” 
Mrs. Evinrude explained.) 

Originally the playhouse was un- 
screened, but the birds liked it as 
much as the Evinrudes and roosted 
all over the place. Considering the 
fact that they have 50 or 60 peacocks 
roaming wild, and dozens of every- 
thing in the way of ducks and geese, 
it seemed practicable to install slid- 
ing-screen walls. So they did. But you 
still have a feeling of being out-of- 
doors, and wildfowl surround you. 
The birds live in and around a man- 
made lake on one side, fed by a sul- 
phur spring.

The other side of the hut features 
its raison d’etre. This is a small 
swamp, built on what was good, solid 
ground — a reverse spin on what 
most Floridians try to do with the 
land. Mrs. Evinrude, who grew up in 
Lakeland, said, ‘“‘I wanted a shack 
way out in the Kissimmee Swamp so

@): February 2, 1953, in a pala- 
tial villa in the South of France, 
death quietly claimed 93-year-old 
Frederick Henry Prince, one of Amer- 
ica’s richest and most rugged individ- 
ualists, and one of her most lavish ec- 
centrics. He left an estate worth over 
$250,000,000 and right to the end he 
continued to dazzle social circles in 
Newport, Boston and abroad with his 
grand-scale private parties and unusu- 
al capers. 

A speech quirk that developed 
from his constant use of the long- 
distance telephone pervaded all his 
conversation. One society historian 
tells of Prince remarking not long be- 
fore he died: ‘“‘Work is pleasure — 


hello? and pleasure is work — hello? 
Life is a battle — hello? and those in 
the front ranks — hello? are always 


getting shot at — hello?” 

As head of Frederick H. Prince & 
Company, a brokerage firm, “‘hello- 
ing Freddy” had financial tentacles in 
many enterprises, particularly rail- 
roads. It is difficult to assess accu- 
rately the range and complexity of his 
business career; but through his 
friendships with leading financial and 
political figures, he was able to pyra- 
mid the small brokerage firm he es- 
tablished in 1885 into a multi-billion- 
dollar financial empire. 

In spite of his personal eccentrici- 
ties, Freddy Prince had a phenomenal 
mind for figures and statistics. Awed 
directors of large companies often 
marveled at his ability to glance at a 
financial statement and pronounce ex- 
actly what was wrong with the orga- 
nization and where. 

During the mid-Thirties, in the 
throes of the Depression, a close asso- 
ciate one day asked him how much he 
was worth. Freddy paused, then said: 
“Tl figure it out and let you know in 
a few days.” 
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Master of 
Marble House

The following Thursday morning 
he met the man again and told him, 
‘‘As close as I can figure it, it’s just a 
little less than $330 million’? — and 
invited him to Marble House, his 
Newport “cottage,” for the weekend. 

On Sunday, after hosting a cham- 
pagne luncheon for 50 guests, Freddy 
took the man aside and led him out 
on the wide marble veranda that 
overlooked eight acres of putting- 
green lawn and beyond to the spar- 
kling blue Atlantic. 

“What'd I tell you the other 
day?” 

The man reminded him and Fred- 
dy corrected: ‘‘Better make that $332 
million. I just sold a railroad.” 

During the last few decades of his 
life, he spent most of his time at Mar- 
ble House, called a cottage but actu- 
ally one of the largest and most elab- 
orate mansions on Newport’s smart 
Bellevue Avenue. Built and furnished 


by Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont at a cost 
of some $10 million, Freddy (then liv- 
ing near Boston) bought it for 
$100,000, an amount he saved the 
first year by moving away from Mas- 
sachusetts and its state income taxes. 

But maintaining it in a fashion 
commensurate with its grandeur rep- 
resented expenses that few men — 
other than kings and Oriental poten- 
tates — could afford. One of them 
was Freddy Prince. He kept a large 
staff of house servants, a dozen or 
more gardeners; and when he gave 
dinner parties, which was often con- 
sidering his years, he would have 30 
uniformed footmen — one for every 
two guests — waiting on tables in a 
regal style that died at the turn of 
the century in almost every large 
home except Marble House. 

The huge downstairs rooms with 
their marble walls, parqueted floors 
and frescoed ceilings garnished with 
ornate carvings led one guest to sug- 
gest that the place lacked hominess. 
Freddy turned this comment over in 
his mind and presently had construct- 
ed on the third floor of Marble House 
a house within a house — a trim little 
brick cottage with its own walls, roof, 
plumbing and furnishings. 

For a time it amused him to put- 
ter about in this bungalow but he 
soon tired of it, and for 15 years it 
was shut off from the rest of the 
house, unseen and unused. 

A lively and active fellow, Freddy 
often sallied forth for a drive in a cus- 
tom-built Rolls-Royce. It never left 
the driveway without a chauffeur and 
a footman, both in livery — and with 
fresh-cut, long-stemmed roses in the 
vases in the passenger compartment. 

Occasionally, the master of Mar- 
ble House would take a notion to do 
the marketing. Dressed in white rid-

It has been difficult to get the 
southerner to realize that there is 
honest-to-goodness snow skiing in the 
South. And even more difficult is to 
convince him that skiing in the North 
Carolina mountains now definitely 
ranks with the best in the Eastern 
United States. 

The Avery-Watauga county sec- 
: | tion of North Carolina, boasting five 
eee aces + wy > Nalieah Od ak Wah = first-class ski resorts, offers Beech 
: I Ty OK Se et AS Mountain’s 5,600-foot crest, Sugar 
Mountain’s 5,300-foot top, the 4,000- 
foot crests of Seven Devils Resort and 
Appalachian Ski Mountain, and the 
3,100-foot Hound Ears Resort. 

It is most interesting to note, in 
comparison, that the French Alps — 
rated as the best ski location in the 
world — feature some 11 mountain 
ski locations. It is more than surpris- 
ing to realize that only two of those 
mountains are over 6,100 feet in ele- 
vation. Six of them are less than 
5,000 feet altitude, and three of them 
are under the 3,700-foot level. 

Before skiing opened up a new 
outdoor life in Avery and Watauga 
counties, winter’s natural environ- 
ment was something to be feared — a 
hostile element to enslave those either 
living in or simply visiting the area. 
But through skiing, these same per- 
sons are learning to function in con- 
cert with the bitter cold and the con- 
stant precipitation. Thousands are 
now happily enduring the affronts of 
the rather harsh atmospheric offer- 
ings. Consequently, the area has 
reached a new stage of its history 

. that of a budding major winter- 
time resort. 

It isn’t the Alps. And it isn’t the 
Rockies. What it is, is the best skiing 
in between. 

The existence of such a major ski 
area has excited many southerners, 
who would otherwise not even consid-

er the sport, to become avidly in- 
volved. Those who have come are be- 
lievers. 

The different slopes of northwest- 
ern Carolina offer outstanding trails 
for all skiing skills. There are some 
hair-raising runs on long, swerving in- 
clines where experts can quickly find 
out if they’re as expert as they think 
they are. There are wide, gentle 
slopes for beginners. And there are in- 
spiring intermediate runs. There are 
any number of varietal descents from 
the various lift stations, and they 
range from easy to quite difficult. 

All the slopes in the two-county 
boundary generally face northward, 
thereby receiving gentle treatment 
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Up where clouds often 
dip beneath the 

ski slopes in North 
Carolina, 
like undersea coral. 


from the sun’s rays which strike at an 
oblique angle to warm the skier while 
at the same time sparing the surface 
itself. The maze of trees left standing 
alongside the trails afford maximum 
shielding for the snow. 

This latest development of the 
mountain resources has been kept in 
harmony with the environment. The 
style and placement of homes and 
buildings do not violate the surround- 
ings. Through architectural taste, 
quality materials and integrated plan- 
ning, the ski areas have been carved 
out of the wilderness with remarkable 
foresight. 

Such careful development has 
been costly. But the more expensive

the development, the less likely will it 
be offensive. Economy projects are al- 
most doomed before they start. And 
coping with a mountainous environ- 
ment is in itself a costly undertaking. 

A feature of the snow season in 
the two-county area this winter will 
be the third annual Snow Carnival of 
the South, which will unfold February 
8-15. Each of the five ski resorts will 
be participating in the week-long 
event which is headquartered in 
Boone. 

Highlights of the 1971 Snow Car- 
nival will be special nighttime social 
events at each of the ski areas, half- 
price rates during the weekdays, a 
professional ski race conducted by the 
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N.C. Winter Sports Association, colle- 
giate races staged by Appalachian 
State University and Lees-McRae Ju- 
nior College, a Snow Queen Contest, 
ice sculpture contests, a Regional Gal- 
lery of Art exhibit by famed Phillip 
Moose, torchlight ski exhibitions at 
night, a Snow Carnival Parade, a con- 
cert by a famous musical group, a 
Snow Ball — and a daring parachute 
jump in which a sky-diver will plunge 
from an aircraft wearing skis, hopetul- 
ly to land on a selected slope for a 
continuance of his descending trip. 
There are accommodations for 
about 12,000 nonresidents in the mo- 
tels of the two-county area, in the 
lodges, rental chalets and condomini- 
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um apartments of the five ski areas 
— plus the nearby Grandfather Golf 
and Country Club haven. 

Weather forecasting in the Avery- 
Watauga area is not a hazardous 
proposition. With the altitude and ex- 
posure, it is as good a bet for reliable 
snow as any spot in the East. It re- 
ceives up to 100 inches of natural 
snow each year. The location is fa- 
mous for an abundance of snow any- 
time from December through March. 

In the absence of natural snow, 
electronically controlled high volume 
snow cannons go to work to provide a 
machine-made running surface which 
offers continuing excellent conditions 
for all classes of skiers. These snow- 


making mechanisms can cover the 
slopes with up to eight inches of snow 
per night. And each of the five ski 
areas, located in a mere 20-mile radi- 
us, utilize the latest snow-grooming 
equipment. 

The five separate mountains, each 
with its own base lodge, are so near 
to each other that one can ski the en- 
tire area without ever stepping out ot 
his bindings. There are 14 miles of 
slopes and trails tor skiing — and fa- 
cilities for ice skating and sledding. 
Each of the five areas is completely 
self-contained with all facilities to 
make for unforgettable skiing and its 
desired accompanying atmosphere.

Daily tickets are limited, so no 
patron is treated as though he is sim- 
ply one among a herd of cattle in a 
stockyard. 

The night skiing, which also is 
offered at some of these ski areas, is a 
most unique experience. A bright 
moonlight reflected on the snow casts 
enough illumination to see every un- 
dulation in the terrain with vivid 
clarity. And although the skiers may 
have been at it all day, the nighttime 
offers something so special that it 
brings them out again in droves. And 
when the moon is absent, floodlights 
provide a visibility that is actually 
better than it is with many daytime 
light conditions.

IM... earliest fallout problem 
was hair. 

In the first known medical record, 
a 4000-year-old Ebers papyrus, there 
is a prescription for baldness. 

This is the formula: take equal 
parts of the fat of a lion, a hippopota- 
mus, a crocodile, a goose, a serpent, 
and an ibex — and apply generously 
to the balding pate. 

No doubt, it would be as effective 
as most over-the-counter preparations. 

According to the American Medi- 
cal Association, more money is spent 
annually on purely cosmetic proce- 
dures for the hair than is devoted to 
all medical research in the country. 

Since ordinary balding is not a 
disease but a cosmetic disturbance, it 
has been involved in quackery and 
myths through the ages. The Roman 
Empire is said to have produced 
many fine hair tonics, but none could 
restore Caesar’s locks. John D. 


Rockefeller Sr., for all his wealth, 
could find nothing to cure his bald- 
ness. He covered his shiny dome with 
a wig for 50 years. 


Today the balding man faces 
three choices: get a wig, try hair 
transplantation (grafting) or hair 
weaving (a semi-permanent hair- 
piece). 

The first one’s easy but the man’s 
psyche is still wounded with the bald 
pate he must face when he doffs the 
wig. Through the ages hair has sym- 
bolized man’s strength. 

The latter requires that the pa- 
tient have enough hair available on 
the scalp to braid and form the neces- 
sary adhering meshwork on which to 
attach hanks of matching hair. Since 


the hairpieces attached by weaving 
will gradually move away from the 
scalp as the man’s hair grows, it is 
necessary to have the pieces relocated 
usually every two to three months. 

Men who have tried some thera- 
peutic hocus-pocus that has absorbed 
their money rather than restoring 
their hair are good candidates for hair 
transplants. 

This method of autografting has 
become widely known because of two 
celebrities, broadcaster Hugh Downs 
and Frank Sinatra, who underwent 
this minor surgical technique. 

It is a relatively simple office pro- 
cedure requring only a skin biopsy 
punch and local anesthesia. Called the 
Orentreich technique, for the man 
who developed this method at New 
York University Medical Center over 
a decade ago, it redistributes to the 
bald spots small patches of hair from 
the back of the scalp. 

Orentreich punched out scalp “‘au- 
tographs” from the sides and back of 
the scalp and transplanted them to the 
frontal areas. 

Today his technique is used ex- 
tensively for what doctors call male 
pattern baldness. Incidentally, re- 
search has shown that this type of 
baldness, occurring in an adult male, 
is not an expression of excess andro- 
gen production (the masculinity de- 
terminant) — a popular fallacy no 
doubt perpetuated by balding men 
who choose to appease their vanity 
with this notion. 

An apocryphal tale told by a 
sparsely thatched male illustrates it 
best. When a man loses hair from the 
front of his head, he is said to be a 
great thinker. When he loses hair 
from the back of his head, he is said 
to be a great lover. When he loses 
hair from the back and the front of 
his head, he thinks he’s a great lover. 

“The way they shake up the dice 
when you’re born determines whether 
you'll become bald. You inherit your 
genes from your father and mother,” 
explains a Miami plastic surgeon. 

Dr. Eugene Van Scott, head of 
Dermatology Service of the National 
Cancer Institute, puts it this way: 
“You can put the blame for baldness 
on sex, age, and heredity. And we 
can’t do a thing about any of these.” 

The question most asked of plas- 
tic surgeons is: ‘‘Will the hair trans- 
plants last?” 

Two New Orleans doctors, who 
treated over 500 patients, reported 98 


per cent of the transplants ‘“‘took.”

Idyllic Taormina

fees is one of those awe- 
some places of the world that matches 
the magic of Grecian mystique with a 
lyric scene and name. Pronounced 
Tah-or-mee-nah, its history speaks to 
the imagination while a splendid site 
casts a spell to entrance visitors. 

Imagine virtually boundless silver 
and cerulean Ionian Sea near Homer’s 
famed Naxos. Just above, on an in- 
credible stony ledge 675 feet up 
Mount Tauro, Taormina stares trans- 
fixed at massive Mount Etna, the 
volcanic landmark of Sicily. 

The skyline of Taormina reveals a 
medieval castle which glowers over 
closeby Greek, Roman and Renais- 
sance monuments renewed, like the 
legendary Phoenix bird, from ashes 
wrought through centuries of destruc- 


tion by barbarians. Dark pine and cy- 
press color the scene to evoke a mille- 
nium and dream away today’s cares 
amid birdsong in a sea of sunshine. 
Dr. Gaylord Hauser, world travel- 
er and long-time resident when not in 
Coldwater Canyon, Tokyo or May- 
fair, recently spoke of Taormina’s re- 
vitalizing tranquility. Agreed! Dr. Lu- 
ciano Siracusa, Director of Taormi- 
na’s Tourist Office, modestly ob- 
served the town is a way of life 
through peace of mind. Bernard Be- 
renson, famed art critic, said in the 
1920’s, ‘‘When I open my hotel shut- 
ters, I feel guilty not having to share 
so much beauty with anyone.’ He 
was in Hotel Timeo, which in ancient 
Greek means “splendid view.”

Al- 
though a world apart that seems to 
reach for the clouds, Taormina is 
minutes away by Alitalia jets to Ca- 
tania from Milan or Rome, or by 
auto and ferry across the straits from 
mainland Calabria. 

Tripping down the last few miles 
to Taormina is usually by automobile 
but no less enthralling despite excel- 
lent superhighway up from Catania 
skirting Mount Etna, or down from 
Messina culminating in a magnificent 
gateway gulf. Succession on a beauti- 
ful shore includes Letoianni’s cliffs, 
sweeping gold of Mazzaro Beach, At- 
lantis Bay, enchanted off-shore Isola 
Bella, rugged Cape Taormina and 
Cape Schiso protecting a school of 
rainbow-colored fishing boats. 

The last mile to Taormina is up 
serpentine road appropriately named 
Via Pirandello. It honors Sicily’s 
famed playright, but also seems to 
capture his literary pursuit of fantas- 
tic-reality as the panorama unfolds 
with scenery that sets a unique stage. 

Porta Catania opens through ram- 
parts begun in the 10th century by 
Arab invaders, and completed by 
Norman conquerors in the 13th cen- 
tury. Bold design matches landscape. 

History is layer upon layer in 
timeless composition. Beneath today’s 
bustling Pizza Vittoria Emanuele is 
the site of the sleeping Roman Fo- 
rum. Dominating the square rises 
grand Palazzo Corvaja with its ele- 
gant 15th century black lava and 
white marble fret-work. Here, Sicily 
elected a king in 1410; today the 
Tourist Office welcomes Taormina’s 
more than 100,000 visitors annually. 

Tyrants, emperors, kings and 
commoners have been drawn to Taor- 
mina’s gentle climate. The smart win- 
ter season is now underway, and mid- 
60s temperatures linger in peak sea- 
sons of March-April, and September- 
October. Enduring beauty gleams un- 
der a sun tempered by soft breeze 
spiced with hill-flowers. Early enthu- 
siasts were Heiro II, Pliny, and espe- 
cially Caesar Augustus. Last year, 
American visitors equaled the town’s 
population, and were surpassed only 
by Germans and Scandinavians. 

Taormina matches its hotels to 
the magnificent scenery. The resort’s 
Hotel Timeo and Hotel San Domeni- 
co Palace rank among Italy’s finest 
establishments. Unique in the world, 
Hotel Timeo forms a terrace garden 
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at the foot of the town’s famed Gre- 
co-Roman theatre. San Domenico is a 
superb convent founded in 14380, 
which today boasts a flower-filled 
cloister, walls covered with art trea- 
sures above rare antiques. 

Each hotel has its particular 
charm. The Timeo’s 60 rooms cascade 
down trom the entry and public rooms 
that open on gardens marked with gi- 
ant cypress and bouganvillea. They 
date from the hotel’s founding in 
1861. It’s still in the same family, 
which couples elegant tradition with 
modern comforts and perhaps the fin- 
est cuisine to be found anywhere in It- 
aly. 

Unique fillip at Hotel Timeo is 
dining on the vast terrace under an 
enormous grape-arbor facing the ho- 
tel’s 30 acre garden and expanse of 
Ionian Sea. Mount Etna fascinates 
with smoke by day, and lava glow at 
night. It’s the best view of Etna, and 
service is impeccable. 

San Domenico Palace Hotel has 
100 rooms, and the accent is definite-

ly on elegance for the fashionable. 
Frankly expensive, the luxurious 
baths were delightfully renovated in 
1963. Augmenting the excellent food, 
San Domenico proffers an array of 
special features: The bar is a monu- 
mental piece of Renaissance furniture, 
which rings to the 7-piece mandolin 
orchestra with daily selections from 
Bellini (Sicily’s gift to opera) to “‘No- 
ah’s Ark” (danceable winner of the 
San Remo Music Festival). 

Gardens are naturally gorgeous at

San Domenico with its splashing 
fountains, great palms, and an almost 
ethereal cloister. For today’s traveler 
a huge pool clings to the cliff-side. 
While the view of Mount Etna is 
somewhat limited, the vista of Taor- 
mina, and especially its Greco-Roman 
theatre, is breathtaking. 

These hotels are the cream, but 
Taormina also boasts excellent hoste- 
leriés. The Jolly Hotel Diodoro with 
about 120 rooms puts the accent on 
modern shimmer, plus an especially 
fine view of the entire Sicilian coast- 
line and distant Calabria. The hotel is 
popular with motorists following the 
Jolly Hotel chain through Sicily. In 
town the Bristol Park, Excelsior Pal- 
ace, and Miramare Grand are in the 
50-60 room category, first class, with 
a discernible British accent and a bit 
of Victoriana. 


Taormina is well-equipped to 
greet the traveler, with 38 hotels 
ranging over four categories. There 
are also close to 100 restaurants, ca- 
fes, bars and nightclubs. Typical are 
the Mocambo and Wunderbar cafes 
on delightful Piazza 9 Aprile with the 
Church of St. Augustin (now public 
library), cliff terrace facing the sea, 
and orchestras playing under olean- 
ders and star-picked sky. Saint Hon- 
ore has perhaps the most delicious 
coffee and pastry in Sicily. 

Above all, Taormina is a placid 
place with views to live by — to cap- 
tivate, to savor — yea, to contem- 
plate. And it is fun! Take the funivia 
for example, that cable-car which ac- 
tually has transported almost a half- 
million visitors to and from Mazzaro 
Beach. The ride is delightful, and

Eee American cuisine is a 
blending of the Old World and the 
New, with the Old predominating. 
Our early settlers were followed by 
English, French, Spanish and Dutch 
settlers, by African slaves and by 
Scotch-Irish and German colonists. 
Each group merged memories of 
homeland foods with native American 
products such as clams and corn, 
cranberries and potatoes and, later, 
tomatoes. 

Predictably, the original English, 
Spanish or French dishes became 
barely distinguishable as the new cui- 
sine emerged. It is interesting to trace 
the beginnings of dishes now consid- 
ered to be all-American. 

In 1851, a Norwegian immigrant 
wrote to friends back home about a 
wonderful dish called ‘‘pai’’ which 
“slides easily down your throat.” He 
said that strawberries, raspberries and 
blackberries went into the pies, but 
best of all was one with apples. 

We owe our apple pie to the En- 
glish, who longed for their well-loved 
apples but had no trees. They reme- 
died this situation by bringing seed- 
lings from Europe. 
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The English are probably origina- 
tors also of Boston’s inimitable baked 
beans, based on the sturdy beans and 
bacon enjoyed by poor Britishers. Pu- 
ritan settlers in the New World did 
not like to cook on Sundays, so they 
developed the slow cooking method 
that makes Boston’s beans so deli- 
cious. We believe that sweetening the 
beans with molasses was a trick 
learned from the Indians; however, 
many early English dishes were fla- 
vored with sugar or syrup. 

It was the melding of French, 


Spanish and Indian cuisines from na- 
tives of the West Indies and America 
that resulted in our superlative Creole 
cookery. 

We credit the American Indian 
with the New England clambake, 
which became so popular that it was 
used to attract voters to election ral- 
lies. As years passed, whole communi- 
ties — such as Rocky Point and Cres- 
cent Park in Rhode Island — built 
thriving businesses in the late nine- 
teenth century on this happy event. 
There were daily bakes, with fleets of 
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Martha Washington 
may well have served 
such desserts as 
ported Cherry Crisp at 
Mount Vernon. 


steamboats running excursions out of 
Providence and other cities to the 
feasting places. Menus varied a bit — 
but usually included clams, potatoes 
and corn baked on white-hot stones, 
sometimes accompanied by sausages, 
lobsters and even chickens. 

It was after the Dutch bought 
Manhattan Island that they became 
well-known for their koekjes, small 
sweet cakes which became our mod- 
ern “cookies.’’ Also, American settlers 
translated Dutch kool (cabbage) and 
sla (salad) into coleslaw. 
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It was also the Dutch who 
brought the first boatload of black 
slaves to Jamestown in 1619. Mis- 
tresses of the plantations, using hand- 
written recipes from home and memo- 
ries of favorite toods, taught the Ne- 
groes to cook. From the beginning, 
the Negroes displayed a natural apti- 
tude for cooking and their ingenuity 
helped to shape the distinctive cuisine 
of the Old South. 

Two southern states lay claim to 
originating a hearty delicacy which 
dates back to colonial times. As the 


governor of North Carolina said to 
the governor of Virginia, ““That’s our 
Brunswick Stew you’re serving, suh!”’ 
Evidence seems to lean toward Bruns- 
wick County, Virginia as the true 
spawning spot. It was said that Dr. 
Creed Haskins, a member of the Vir- 
ginia state legislature, decided in 1828 
that he wanted something special for 
a political meet. Haskins had eaten a 
squirrel stew created by one Jimmy 
Matthews, and he asked the latter to 
make a new variation of the stew. 
Through the years, chicken gradually 
replaced the squirrel in the stew; 
southern ladies and gentlemen en- 
joyed the succulent mixture at politi- 
cal rallies, barbecues, cockfights, and 
family reunions. 

The favorite cooking kettle was a 
great black iron affair, and the only 
practical utensil for stirring the big, 
steaming cauldron was a shiny, new 
long-handled hoe. There are dozens of 
Brunswick Stew recipes, each with its 
staunch adherents. Our modern ver- 
sion of the old favorite is a tasty com- 
bo of chicken and ham, nobly spiced 
with bay leaves, basil and celery 
leaves — then lovingly simmered with 
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potatoes, corn, lima beans and celery. 

Another widespread _ favorite 
among early colonists was the much 
more simple but delicious Baked Indi- 
an Pudding, served as a main dish at 
breakfast, dinner and supper during 
very early times when milk, corn 
meal and molasses were almost the © 
only ingredients in plentiful supply. A | 
dish just has to be good to survive 
such long and monotonous repetition. 
Today, sweetened a bit more, Baked 
Indian Pudding is a great American 
dessert. Under a delicate crust are 
rich brown depths enlivened with 
golden flecks of corn meal. Wonderful 
served warm from the oven, redolent 
with cinnamon and ginger, topped 
with ice cream. 

For more than a hundred years, 
the cooking of American colonists 
veered sharply toward the British. By 
mid-eighteenth century Philadel- 
phia, New York, Boston and Charles- 
ton had grown into elegant little cities 
that followed the customs of London. 
Virginia planters enjoyed the ease and 
luxury of European nobility. 

Perhaps the most famous Virgin-

What Martha couldn’t 
have accomplished with a modern 
home freezer! 

Predictably, the first of America’s 
cookbooks were actually collections of 
English recipes. It was not until 1796 
that a slender volume titled American 
Cookery made its debut, containing 
the all-American Indian pudding, In- 


dian pancakes and johnnycake, as 
well as pickles and tasty little sour 
cream cookies. 

In 1808, a book by Lucy Emerson 
of Montpelier, Vermont plagiarized 
many of the earlier book’s recipes — 
but added some new recipes that were 
appearing on the scene, including the 
young republic’s Federal Cake and 
Election Cake. Next came Eliza Les- 
lie’s 1828 volume titled Seventy-five 
Receipts for Pastry, Cakes, and Sweet- 
meats. 

Americans have from the _ begin- 
ning had a vast yearning for sweets, 
reflected in New England’s deep-dish 
berry pies, the South’s pound cake 
and Lane Cake, New York’s cookies, 
and Creole cakes and candies. 

No commentary would be com- 
plete without mention of the legend- 
ary Shoo-Fly Pie made with molasses, 
and so attractive to flies that they 
gave it the name. Or Vinegar Pie, 
made with a fragrant bouquet of spic- 
es — cinnamon, nutmeg, allspice, 
cloves — flavored with vinegar and 
sour cream and filled with nuts and 
raisins. And, of course, pumpkin pie 
— the pastry light, tender but crisp, 
the filling a golden brown, smoothly

Although not all Washington resi- 
dents are familiar with Meridian 
House, it is well-known in other parts 
of the world. Scarcely a day goes by 
when — like the man from Bombay 
— individuals from perhaps Germa- 
ny, Peru, or Uganda, or any one of 
the 116 countries represented in 
Washington, will write a nostalgic let- 
ter recalling the happy times they 
spent at Meridian House during the 
time they lived in the United States. 

After a visit to Mount Vernon, 
one small Russian boy wrote as fol- 
lows to his grandmother: ‘‘Dear Ba- 
bushka, Today we visited the home of 
an American President.This President 
was a very modest tovarich. He 
didn’t even have an automobile, but 
he had to use a carriage. And he ate 
with wooden spoons. Imagine such a 
modest tovarich!” 

All four of the aforementioned or- 
ganizations are involved with cultural 
activities, lectures on subjects to ac- 
quaint new arrivals with our country, 
tours of the city and environs, as well 
as advice on such matters as curren- 
cy, medicine, public transport, domes- 
tic help, safety on the streets, and 
even baby sitters.

Dr. Samuel Ayres of Beverly Hills, 
California says, ““This grafted hair 
will be retained indefinitely, provided 
that it is obtained from the areas not 
susceptible to male pattern baldness.” 
In other words, the places where fall- 
out has begun. 

Because the procedure is so sim- 
ple, as many as 25 to 30 “plugs” can 
be transplanted at a session, accord- 
ing to a Miami plastic surgeon. The 
cost is $15 per plug. Ten to 12 hairs 
are contained in each plug. On a Mi- 
ami barber, who has since become his 
most enthusiastic fan, he has trans- 
planted 90 plugs which already attest 
to the luxurious growth of new hair. 

‘“T always do both sides of the 
head on the first visit,’ he said. 

A dentist in his building has had 
his transplanting done between his 
own patients, the method is that sim- 
ple. Pain is mild. The patient is given 
Demerol and then local anesthesia is 
applied. “‘The patient doesn’t feel 
plugs coming out or being inserted 
but he is awake.” 

Using a punch which looks like a 
biscuit cutter (four millimeters wide, 


approx. 4’’), which is plunged into 
the scalp not quite one-fourth inch in 
depth, the plastic surgeon is able to 
remove the plug. 

These plugs are grafted into the 
skin in the bald area. A mild pressure 
bandage is applied ‘‘to hold the trans- 
plants in place until they can take 
hold,’ said the doctor. He leaves a 
cuff of skin (containing a blood sup- 
ply) around each plug so the hairs 
will grow in clumps.

The bandage is worn for several 
days. Strenuous exercise is to be 
avoided, but no other postoperative 
convalescence is needed. The Miami 
doctor usually instructs his patients 
to go home and lie down afterward 
but few have felt it was necessary. 

The hair in the donor sites usually 
falls out about one month after trans- 
planting, but regrowth is apparent 
within two to three months. In the 
meantime, the patient can wear a 


—-——————__ — 
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toupee if he wishes. For a week after 
the transplant, a brownish crust will 
appear on the plug. 

“You can take all the hair you 
want from the back of the head and 
you'll never see where it was taken 
from,” explains the doctor. 

Close inspection of the grafted re- 
cipient sites will show that the initial 
transplants are arranged in parallel 
rows, and are spaced the diameter of 
a graft apart to insure take. Fill-in 
grafting continues over months. 

The average number of trans- 
plants is 200 to 300, with a minimum 
of about 100 required to show any 
improvement. The total number of 
transplants depends on the amount of 
baldness, abundance of donor hair, 
and tolerance of the procedure by the 
patient. It is a tedious process. Even 
when grafting is pursued rapidly, at 
least several months must elapse _ be- 
fore definite results can be seen. 

This new hair can be combed, 
brushed, shampooed, or even pulled 
vigorously — as well as dyed, tinted 
or bleached, just as though it had 
been there all his life. 

Warning that waiting too long be- 
fore attempting transplants will make 
for less gratifying results, a Miami 
surgeon says he finds best results with 
partially, not fully, bald men. It 
doesn’t take much hair to cover the 
scalp, doctors say. Men who watch it 
disappear may find this hard to be- 
lieve. Yet, if a patient has more than 
10 per cent of his normal amount of 
hair growing and oriented correctly, 
baldness is not too apparent. By sur- 
gically introducing a frontal hair line 
and allowing the hair to grow back- 
wards, good cosmetic results can be 
achieved. 

Today, physicians recognize that 
the problem of baldness causes men 
to become preoccupied with the ab- 
sence of hair. It affects the ego, and 
to the extent it does, can be injurious 
to their health. 

‘Health is not just the-absence of 
disease; a mere lack of disease is not 
enjoyable,” said Dr. Albert Kligman, 
of the University of Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Dermatology. ‘‘Real 
health is the total product of well- 
being, good feeling, and a sense of 
personal attractiveness.” 

Only Alexander the Great’s sol- 
diers found a reason for being’ bald. 
They realized that long hair provided 
the enemy with a convenient handle 
to grasp before cutting off the owner’s 
head. Probably then and only then 
was baldness an advantage. Oo

ing breeches, white boots and a dark 
jacket, his snowy hair tucked under a 
gray cap, he would scurry into the 
grocer’s, nibble samples of the fruits 
and vegetables, and read the labels 
on cans like a finicky housewife. 

When he came to the butcher, he 
would examine and sniff the meat, of- 
ten complaining ‘“‘You fellows aren’t 
ordering this right.

If alert, the man behind the coun- 
ter would point out the mark of the 
Armour packers or one of its subsid- 
iaries and win his customer’s instant 
approval, for among his many other 
interests Freddy was top man on the

Around the house, day or night, 
he usually wore black, highly polished 
French shoes on his small feet, striped 
gray trousers, a formal evening jack- 
et, and a silk shirt caught at the 
throat by a Windsor tie of the full, 
flowing type sometimes worn by 
southern colonels. In clothing as in 
other aspects of his life, Freddy was 
unorthodox but elegant. 


Like most men of wealth, he had 
his idiosyncrasies about spending 
money.

Many times Freddy’s business 
acumen saved him from financial di- 
saster. He anticipated the panic of 
1887 and the crash of 1929, emerging 
from both considerably richer than 
many of his more famous contempo- 
raries. Railroads became his specialty, 
and at one time or another he owned

In the early 1900’s he saw the 
profit potentials of a typical small, 
well-managed Midwest bank. His 
agents scoured the country between 
the Alleghenies and the Rockies and 
quietly bought up scores of these in- 
stitutions. The names remained the 
same and the boss on the scene was 
always a local man of good standing, 
but the surpluses wound up in the 
coffers of Frederick H. Prince & Co. 

Prince had offices in New York, 
Boston, Providence, Chicago and sev- 
eral other cities, though he rarely if 
ever visited them. He was the oldest 
member of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, but never was in the building. 

His office in Boston, comfortably 
outfitted with desks, chairs, typewrit- 
ers and file cabinets, was unentered 
for 30 years, though right up to his 
death Freddy paid rent for the dust 
to collect on the unused furnishings. 
In Providence, scarcely an hour’s 
drive from Newport, the Prince Com- 
pany offices included a specially de- 
signed executive’s suite for Freddy. 
He not only never used it, he never 
saw it. 


‘‘T don’t like offices,” he once ex- 
plained to an acquaintance. “I get a 
better perspective on things by stay- 
ing out of them.” 

Until past 80, Prince traveled 
constantly for business and/or plea- 
sure. At one time he owned and used, 
in addition to Marble House: Prince- 
mere, a 994-acre estate near Prides 
Crossing outside of Boston; a hunting 
lodge in Pau in the south of France; a 
chateau in nearby Biarritz; town

An idea of the size and resources 
of the estate may be gained from the 
fact that in the late 1940’s, he offered 
it as a gift for the permanent head- 
quarters of the United Nations. When 
this was declined he sold it to a reli- 
gious organization. Some months 
later, when a guest asked what had 
become of Princemere, he could re- 
member disposing of it but not to 
whom. A tactful employee reminded 
him.

houses in Paris and Boston; and a ba- 
ronial farmhouse in South Carolina. 

Next to the showplace in New- 
port, Princemere was the most pala- 
tial of these dwellings. On the prem- 
ises was an indoor riding school com- 
pletely equipped with gates, jumps 
and stables for 40 horses, usually 
filled. The house itself featured a 
swimming pool in the foyer, with the 
library, dining, drawing and music 
rooms opening off of it. 


“That’s right,’ Freddy exclaimed. 

While traveling, Freddy liked to 
feel at home. Crossing the Atlantic by 
boat (as he did more than 300 times) 
he always demanded eight first-class 
staterooms for himself, Mrs. Prince 
and a cadre of servants, plus cabin- 
class accommodations for lesser do- 
mestics. 

Mrs. Prince, a germophobe of epic 
extremes, always carried a truckful of 
fresh linen sheets which she ordered

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tacked up on walls and ceilings, and 
spread over the tables and chairs in 
any stateroom, hotel room or other 
public quarters she expected to occu- 
py. 

As advancing years curtailed his 
inclination to roam, Freddy began 
conducting his business and private 
affairs on the telephone which was — 
unlike the plane, orange-juice squeez- 
er and electric shaver — one of the 
few modern gadgets he was able to 
tolerate. 

Though he seldom visited it, one 
of his principal offices was in Chica- 
go; and for purposes of record and or- 
ganization, he elected to make all his 
phone calls through this switchboard. 
Consequently, when he wished to in- 
vite some of his neighbors on Bellevue 
Avenue for dinner, the call went from 
Newport to Chicago and back to 
Newport. If the intended guests were 
out at the time, word was left for 
them to call the Chicago operator on 
their return. 

All of his business correspondence 
was dictated on the phone, Newport 
to Chicago. Including business calls 
and transatlantic conversations with 
caretakers, stable masters and friends, 


Freddy’s phone bill usually ran better 
than $30,000 a year, though when he 
really got busy it came closer to 
$70,000. 

Prince’s 70s and 80s, a time when 
most men may be excused for slowing 
up, were some of his busiest years. 
When not maneuvering a business 
coup, he devoted himself to horse- 
manship. 

Not far from Marble House were 
his personal stables and riding field. 
At 90, he was still hustling his horses 
over hedge jumps and across water 
ditches. (He was a regular swimmer 
at Bailey’s Beach at 92, the last sum- 
mer of his life.) 

One season at Pau, where he was 
Master of Foxhounds, Freddy became 
grumpy about the skill of the other 
riders, many of them European noble- 
men. ‘“‘Know what we need here?’ he 
told his groom. “‘A riding school like 
the one we have at Princemere.”’ 

Two months later the entire rid- 
ing school in Massachusetts had been 
dismantled, trucked to Boston, 
shipped to LeHavre, trained to Biar- 
ritz and horse-carted up into the hills 
to Pau where it was re-erected, board 
by board, gate by gate.

Freddy took his riding, like his 
fiscal reports, seriously. Once he was 
playing polo, second only to fox hunt- 
ing as his favorite equestrian sport, at 
a Hunt Club in Massachusetts. In a 
close play a man on the opposing 
team sped his pony to the ball a half 
second before Freddy and stroked it 
away. Without the slightest hesita- 
tion, Freddy lifted his mallet and 
stroked his opponent’s skull with it. 

His temper cost him $20,000 — to 
pay off the lawsuit — and virtual os- 
tracism from Boston’s social circles. 
Though he never admitted it publicly, 
Freddy probably considered his deed 
well worth it. 

He once enthusiastically settled 
his differences with a tailor over the 
fitting of a suit by thrashing the man 
to the extent of $10,000, making it 
the most expensive suit that Freddy, 
or probably any other man, ever 
wore. 

A spry and dangerous foe on play- 
ing fields and in directors’ meetings, 
with women he was a rank sentimen- 
talist. When he was 25 and had his 
first million, he married his childhood 
sweetheart, Abigail Norman, and 
adored her until she died in 1949, at 


the age of 90. If he had vices, women 
and liquor were not among them. 

Perhaps his most detectable weak- 
ness was a fear of being poor, or even 
of being mistaken for poor. One day 
in Providence, Freddy took a cab to a 
bank. On arriving he discovered that 
he had no cash in his pockets. 

‘“What’s the matter? You broke?” 
asked the driver. 

Freddy was furious. “Wait a 
minute,’ he ordered, and bounced

of handwriting from people who were 
taught the same method penmanship 
in the public schools. These samples 
are from women and men over the 
age of twenty-five — from housewives 
to teachers and office workers and in- 
terior designers. There is a superficial 
relationship in these handwritings; 
yet in each case there are strongly in- 
dividualistic formations which reveal 
individual basic traits. They have not 
permitted themselves to be molded in 
their thinking and behavior. Each one 
has his or her own mode of thought 
and action. And these basic differ- 
ences are seen in the handwritings! 
When it comes to the private 
school writing, however, there are not 
too many individualistic changes in 
the writing of females — but the men 
more readily assert themselves by 
overcoming the ‘““U”’ penmanship and 
writing in their own style. See, for ex- 
ample, the handwritings of W. Averell 
Harriman and John Lindsay, two 
men with upper-class backgrounds 
who became political activists. Their 
handwritings certainly do not con- 
form to the “‘U”’ style. 


Another male handwriting shown 
here is the specimen by Charles Ad- 
dams, the cartoonist for the New 
Yorker and creator of the Addams 
Family television show. His writing 
still shows the influence of the upper- 
class penmanship although he does es- 
cape from it somewhat by more tight- 
ly made formations to assert his indi- 
viduality. 

An interesting variation of the 
“U”’ writing, although it is still 
strongly influenced by it, is that of 
Gloria Vanderbilt Cooper. She still 
makes the backhand slant, although 
she disconnects some of her words, 
and she has a beautifully rhythmic 
sweep to the formations. 

The writing of Flora Miller Irving 
(granddaughter of Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney) still retains the private 
school penmanship, although it is 
more tightly spaced and the ‘“‘m” and 
“‘n’’ formations have evolved into the 
arcade style (which is the public 
school manner). So she does try to 
emerge from the ‘“‘U”’ way of thought 
and tries to express her individuality. 

Mary Lou Whitney’s handwriting 
is a combination of the “U” and 
‘“non-U”’ styles. Consciously she uses

the ‘“‘U” form as a way of conforming 
to the upper-class rules; unconsciously 
she is a strong and determined indi- 
vidualist who is not bound by the 
rules of the game. This writing shows 
two distinct personalities, the inner 
and the outer one, and yet they do 
not conflict but make up a complete 
whole. 

No matter what penmanship style 
was taught to the child, as he or she 
matures that style unconsciously 
changes and shows basic personality 
traits and potential vocational at- 
tributes. It is difficult to disguise a 
handwriting; the professional grapho- 
logist can spot the phoney very soon, 
and then proceeds to make the analy- 
sis from the natural formations and 
not those which are faked. Often cli- 
ents will ask me, “If I change my 
handwriting, will I change my charac- 
ter?” and the answer is definitely no. 
Character is basic. Whether the hand- 
writing is changed, or the lipstick or 
clothes are changed, the inner person 
retains these basic characteristics. 

Here are ways for you to analyze 
your own personality traits, or those 
of individuals in whom you are inter- 
ested. But bear in mind that there is

ent specimen. No one sign is absolute. 
It has to be studied in relation to 
hundreds of other signs (conflicting 
ones, as well as related ones) before 
the actual analysis can be made. 

Other things which cannot be seen 
in handwriting are the work or other 
activities of individuals, as many 
people undertake fields of action for 
which they are not basically suited — 
yet they may succeed if the handwrit- 
ings show they have basic intelli- 
gence, imagination, energy, resource- 
fulness, and other traits which enable 
people to function well. A grapholog- 
ist is usually able to say what a per- 
son can do, but not what he or she 
actually does.

opens the way to the thirteen bathing 
stations located between Giardini and 
vast Spisone. Taormina has three 
groups of tennis courts with views 
which compete with a player’s game. 

Strolling and hiking also open the 
way for more memorable viewing. No 
one in town can afford to miss a daily 
passegiatta at browsing-pace down 
Corso Umberto. The curio shops spe- 
cialize in ceramics, outstanding em- 
broidery, some good antiques. 

Corso Umberto seems designed for 
centuries of promenaders, with its 
tempting sights along the way; invit- 
ing cafes are located at well-placed 
Piazza San Antonio, Piazza Duomo, 
Piazza 9 Aprile, and Piazza Vittorio 
Emanuele. Fun is the discovery of 
treasures at almost any corner, rang- 
ing from the 3rd century B.C. Roman 
Odeon Theatre a block west of the 
Tourist Office to the Minotaura 


Fountain. 
Taormina’s sights — mostly on 
modest scale but charming — include

Before noon, as an eye and 
appetite-opener, the hearty may 


scramble up the mulattiera (mule 
path!) to Castel Taormina with its 
sweeping view of the entire region. | 

Visitors usually find a favorite or — 
two to sate the mind and body with 
peace. After a swim, for example, few 
can resist lingering to gaze at the 
handsome rocky promontories around 
the Bay of Sirenes, or Isola Bella. 
Hikers sometimes go as far afield as 
Castel Mola, a hard climb for a vista 
as far as the Straits of Messina. Na- 
ture-lovers go to Cape San Andrea for 
the grottos, while antiquarians drive 
to Naxos to see the ruins. 

Taormina’s most magnificent view 
of all — an ageless panorama from 
the 358-foot wide Greco-Roman The- 
atre that dates in part from the 3rd 
century B.C., is a place to foster con- 
templation. Variety ranges from Etna 
framed in a stage arch, to Cape Schi- 
so floating like a mirage above the 
stage backdrop. 

Taormina’s Greco-Roman Theatre 
has an excitingly pristine vibrance in 
the ‘‘rosy-fingered dawn” and an 
almost incandescent richness in the 
golden sunset. Always, it is a vision of 
life, a part of the enduring treasure, 
which is Taormina. O
